A Famous Old Chnrcli. 


At Alexandria, Vs., stands an ancient 


church in nearly Us original condition, 
Christ church, whose architect bore the 
name of Wren—not, however, Sir Chris- 
topher. It-was completed in 1778, In 
November, 1760, the vestry, of whom 
George "Washington was one, levied an 
assessment of 31,185 pounds of tobacco 
to build two churches, Christ church 
being one. The specifications called for 
shingles of juniper, mortar to be two- 
thirds lime and one-third sand, the 
pediments to be in'the Tuscan, and 
altar, pnlpit and. canopy in the Ionic, 
order. Washington was the purchaser 
of pew No. 5, for £86 10s. 


The old records show some curious 


entries: Two pounds ten shillings was 
collected of Bryan Fairfax In 1770 for 
"killing deer out of season," and 
Thomas Lewis was fined 5 shillings for 
"hunting on the Sabbath." The money 
thus collected went for the support of 
the poor, tbe lame and the blind, and 
buried the dead. The old records show 
that seats were assigned according to 
rank or for special reasons. One Susan- 
nab Edwards officiated as sexton, to the 
entire satisfaction of the congregation. 
The old edifice had neither chimney nor 
fireplace nntil 1812, foot stoves furnish- 
ing the only warmth. The most con- 
spicuous families in the early h?story of 
Virginia 
were worshipers at Christ 


church—the Adamses, Herberts, Cus- 
tises, 
Blackburns, Carlyles, 
Muirs, 


Broadwaters, Alexanders and others 
equally prominent. 


General Robert E. Lee attended Sun- 


day school and was baptized and con- 
firmed in this church, and a tablet to 
his memory adorns the eastern wall. 


During the occupancy of Alexandria 


; by the Federal troops the rector and 
many of the parish fled within the Con- 
'ederate lines. The church was held by 
the military authorities. A large mound 
n the churchyard marks the resting 
place of 84 Jonfederate soldiers who 
lied in Federal hospitals in Alexandria.

UNCLE SAM'S POSITION. 


The situation in China is creating 


considerable speculation regarding the 
probable position of the United States 
Government. Great Britain would look 
with favor upon any action on the part 
of this government that would serve 
as a check to the advance of Russia 
and Germany. 


It is also -well known that the Chinese 


authorities would welcome a move- 
ment on the part of the United States. 
Although no official communication 
has as yet been received, the informa- 
tion has come direct enough to con- 
vince those in authority that steps 
tending in the direction suggested 
would receive the prompt approval of 
the governments of Great Britain and 
China. 


The interests of this country in the 


far East are not nearly as large as sev* 
eral of the other powers, but they are 
much greater than is generally known. 
America baa some twenty odd tieaty 
ports in China and in many ol them 
the American settlements are quite 
extensive and valuable properties are 
owned by Americans. Besides these, 
the commercial interests of the United 
States with the Chinese Empire are 
large and constantly growing. There 
are other matters of more than ordi- 
nary importance to the United States, 
hence, while she will probably take no 
hand in 'the territorial extension now 
in progress m China and will not land 
at any of the coast ports of China as 
Russia and Germany hsia done, she will 
guard with force, if needs be, the es- 
tablished American interests in China.

Many tales have been told of the tin- 


willingness of the .Chinese to see the 
advantages of the "introduction of the 
telegraph into China. A telegraph jour- 
nal now adds to the number by the re- 
cital ol an incident connected with the 
first cable along the ooast from Peking 
to Shanghai. Soon alter the cable was 
laid a lottery drawing came off in Pe- 
king, iu which many of the residents of 
Shanghai held, tickets. One of the gam- 
blers so far overcirco las distrust of the 
cable as to have fche winning numbers 
sent uim, and ho bosglit the tickets 
bearing them from his .more skeptical 
townsmen, realizing a small fortune oil 
the transaction. Not long alter there 
was a scsaty crop ol rice iu the npper 
provinces, and a Shanghai merchant 
telegraphed Io Peking instructions to 
buy heavily. Tho ultimate result was 
that he sold out at an immense profit 
and retired on an independency. By de- 
grees it began to dawn on tho Chinese 
that it was just as well not to tear down 
telegraph wires, as the telegraph was a 
fairly good thing to have around.

A f eonliar Optical Illusion. 
correspondent of a photographic 


journal, in speaking of the special in- 
terest that attaches to tho Roentgen 
rays among photographers, who often 
are not in n position to invest in elabo- 
rate ahd expensive sets of apparatus, 
says it is not generally known that by 
means of a very simple optical illusion 
an almost perfect imitation of the won- 
ders of radiography can be shown with- 
out the trouble and expense of induc- 
tion coils, tubes or fluorescent, screens. 
All that is necessary is to take a small 
feather from a pheasant or turkey and 
holding it olose to the eye look through 
the radiating ribs at tho end of the 
feather at, the fingers of the hand held 
up toward the sky or against the win- 
dow. The flesh of the fingers will then 
appear to to transpaient, with the 
opaque boiio running down in the cen- 
ter, as shown by the true radiograph. If 
it is desired to exhibit the phenomenon 
by gaslight, a piece of ground glass 
must be held in front of tho flame to 
diffuse the light.
